N GREASES 


Federal Commission 
Shows "Supply and 
Demand" Not 
Working 
-* 


Intimate Purpose of 
Withholding Food 
Supplies From 
Market. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS DISPATCH) 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 7-—Although 


prices of practically all 
important 


foods have shown a substantial in- 
crease during tho last year, stockp, 
of food held in stora.ge on June 1, 
this year were approximately 20 per 
cent greater than those held on, Juno 
1, 1918, according to a memorandum 
showing the relation between stor- 
age between storage 
figures 
and 


prices issued today by the federal 
trade 
commission. 
Government 


stocks were excluded from tho com- 
parison. 


Tho fact that, slocks of many im- 


portant foods were much larger on 
June 1 this year than on the same 
last 
year, said the commission's 


statement, "while prices were 
as 


high or higher, apparently 
means 


that they are being withheld specu- 
latively for a world demand which 
is not now here but which is expect- 
ed when hunger-impelled strikes se- 
cure higher wages with which higher 
food prices can be paid." 


-To show that the "law of supply 


and demand is not working" 
the 


commission listed eight staple foods 
•which on .Tune 1 showed an increase 
in stocks withheld from tho market 
ranging from three to 2!)8 per cent 
over stocks on June 1, 181R. and in 
each Instance, there was shown to 
have been a substantial advance in 
the wholesale price during that per- 
iod. 


Stocks of frozen fowls showed a 


maximum increase of 298 per cent 
and the price despite this fact in- 
creased three cents a pound. "Wheat 
atocks showed an increase of 174 per 
cent, with an increase in price of 31 
cents; flour stocks, an Increase of 
21 per cent with an. increase In price 
per barrel of nearly three dollars: 
egg stocks an increase of 9.S per 
cent with an increase in price of 11 
cents, and butter stocks an increase 
of 12!) per cent, with the price soar- 
ing 3 2 cents above last year's fig- 


ure. 
Salt beef, canned salmon and 


canned corn completed the items in 
this table, the latter showing an in- 
crease of 91 per cent in stocks with 
an increase in price.

Demands for increased wages, precipitating strikes, and investiga- 


tions of the unprecedented cost of living, are causing world-wide agita- 
tion. 
In practically every country, the demands of the workmen are be- 


coming so insistent that in this and European countries, m particular, tne 
situation is causing grave concern. 


Strikes and threatened strikes, involving a great number of trades 


arid professions, are under way in industries of all description. 


In New York City, according to a police announcement, 110 separate 


strikes are in forte at the present time. There the most serious one is the 
strike of raotormen and conductors of surface, elevated and subway lines 
of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company. 


Strikes of railroad shopmen have been declared in a great number of 


railroad centers in this country. The strikes have forced railroad officials 
of a number of roads to declare an embargo on freight except foods and 
perishable goods. 


Since. Governor Cox's announcement recently that Ohio would wage 


war on food profiteers, a great number of states have started similar cam- 
paigns. 


In England the police, bakers, tramway worker* and coal miners are 


on Rtrike, causing much inconvenience and suffering. There the situation 
apparently has become a political issue ana every day is the subject of hit- 
ter debate in both houses of parliament. 


tn France municipal markets have been established, under supervision 


of government authorities. The cost of living there has caused a great 
number of strikes renently.

Early the next jear 
General Arthur St. Clair, the sov- 
prnor of Northwest Territory arrived 
at L/osantiville and visited the fort. 
He found Judge Syrnmea. the p>"o- 
prietor. at Xorth Bend, and sent a 
courier to summon him to the fort. 
From his quarters he issued an order 
dated Jnmiarv 2. ]7flO. establishing 
the comity of ilimilron including nil 
of the Pvmmes purchase*. 
It Is be- 


lieved that on the same occasion lie 
ordered the name of the town locat- 
ed there rhanged from 
to Cincinnati—he disliking the name 
lhat John Fil«on had given it.

, Ohio tells of his seveu months, ser- 
vice in France as a Y. M. C. A. 
secretary as follows: 


After seven months in Franc* as 


a V. M. C. A. secretary^! have re- 
turned with a great experience anri 
a commendable word oC praise for 
the Young Men's Christian Assoc- 
iation. 


Unfortunately, I did not get over 


seas until kostilities had ceased. But 
no sooner had I arrived in France 
than I was sent to Commercy, a vil- 
lage of ten thousand, a distance of 
235 Kilometers east of Paris. This 
place is near the battle-front and 
was our Y. M. C. A. headquarters 
for the Cominerey Area. 


From Commercy the 
Divisional 


Secretary, Mr. Jones, sent me to a 
village 
caled 
Sdrcy 
Sur Mouse, 


meaning Sorcy on the Meuse River, 
distance of six kilometers, to take 
charge of a "Y" hut as hut Secre- 
itary. At this place was the Head- 
quarters of the 53th. Pioneer Infan- 
try, mostly troops from the state 
of Delaware. 
•* 1 only remained with these boys 
5 days then I was moved to Com- 
mercy, leaving in charge Secretary 
\Vater K. Stone. 


In Commercy I had charge of the 


ware-house for 2 days; then with 
trunk and roll-up I "was taken to 
where the Headquarters of the 2nd 
Batallion of the 59th Pioneer Infan- 
trv was billited. In all there were 
about 1500 soldiers billited In sta- 
bles, sheds and shacks that remain- 
ed after the vilage had been bomb- 
ed. 
This was Saturday afternoon 


and raining as usual. I Introduced 
myself 
to 
the 
Major, Ernest E. 


Parks, and his Adjutant, Lieuten- 
ant Hastings, and told 
them my 


business. The Major was very much 
interested to know that I came to 
start a "Y" for his men and said 
that I would have his cooperation. 
This he showed in walking around 
the muddy village that he might Ic- 
cate a suitable place for the "Y". 
After looking the village over we 
decided to start the "Y" in an old 
stable that had been partly wrecked 
by German bombs. Then we look- 
ed around to find me billeting quar- 
ters. At last we found a j|lace on 


1 Perm. Ave. This street was cal'-~d 


Penn. Ave. by the soldiers becaase 
a narrow gauge rail-road was laid 
lie re. 


My billeting quarters were very 


modern according to French cus- 
tom, 
their houses and barns built 


to-gether. only a hallway between 
them. Here lUed a remnant of the 
•war, a cross-ey:d old French lady 
•with a few pieces of old crippled 
furniture, a hungry looking cow, a 
liorse and a pig, a dog and a cat, 
numerous rats, and some infinitely 
smaller pests that 
most 
soldiers 


know about, all had quarters in the 
Fame compartments. 
The geneios- 


ity of all these occupants, made the 
one niglft I remained in these quar- 
ters, very ^entertaining. 
And 
it 


woud have been agreeable if the old 
lady would ha\e kept the door clos- 
ed leading into the animal quarters. 
But -the frequent visits that alia 
made into this wallow with, the re- 
turn effects on her wooden shoes 
made breathing result in a mustard 
gas effect. 
This was all Inside the 


shack. Jusi outside the front door 
•was the usual steamy manure pile, 
that upon approaching, made one 
grab his nose as if he had smelt 
a bottle of the Larkin smelling salts 
and say, in French terms "oo-la-la."

The next day, Sunday, the Major 


sent me three mechanics 
to 
fix 


shelves and counters in the "Y" 
while I \uth another went to Nancy 
after equipment not returning unzil 
Tuesday. 
Bv evening we were set 


up and then opened for business. 
The place being small the boys had 
to file in for what they wanted. Our 
supplies consisted of cakes, choco- 
late, tobacco, candles, matches, shoe 
strings, and well, most everything 
one would find in a country store. 
Everything sold to the boys was at 
cost, the same as we paid the Quar- 
termaster. 
Every 
afternoon 
hot 


chocolate was served to the boys for 
20 centimes a cup, save twice a 
we,ek at which time it was given 
away. 


After being at Kauie Court 30 


days, most of the troops, save Head- 
quarters, moved out to other loca- 
tions 
taking 
charge 
of 
Salvage 


dumps there where American am- 
munition was stored. 
Major Parks 


then furnished -me with transporta- 
tion, and every day 
I made a trip 


to one or more of these companies, 


v with my Y. M. C. A. supplies. This 


•was very much '^appreciated by the 
boys and officers as well. 
To me 


there are two kinds of service; one 
where men come to you, the other 
*ben you take it to them.t I found 
enjoyment in doing the latt&i* no 
matter how inconvenient, it was.

,. I furnished these boys with sup- 
plies for about a «montb, then much 
to my dislike, I was moved back to 
the "Y" hut in Commercy, another 
Secretary taking my place. 
Of the 


dozen "Y" huts and canteens in the 
Commercy Area, this one was tho 
IHI-RPH). Tho sales from HUH one hut 
ranged, from 8 
to 
10 
thousand

francs a day. it took me from taps 
until midnight, every night to patch 
up the Franc notes and be able to 
submit a commendable 
report 
to 


our headquarters nest morning. 1 
never failed with my report. 


I remained in qharge of this hut 


for over two months, working from 
seven in the morning until twelve 
at night. 
Helping me in this hut 


were Sergeants, Dale B. Jackson, 
of Iowa Falls, Iowa, and Philip R. 
Lockwood. of Topeka, Kansas, two 
very fine soldiers of the 35th Divi- 
ipn which had its headquarters in 
Commercy. 
This 
division 
were 


mostly Kansas troops and very fine 
soldiers. 


One Sunday afternoon 
in 
this 


busy hut while opening some boxes 
of 
chocolates, 
some 
one 
leaned 


across tho counter and said, "Hel- 
lo James." 
I wondered 
who it 


could be that knew me so far away. 
In looking up to-my surprise, it was 
an old friend, Don Hitchcock, son 
of Dr. and Mrs. S. A. Hitchcock, of 
my home town. 
After some warm 


hand-shaking, we visited for awhile 
making inquiries of 
each 
other 


about home folks. 
Don 
was 
tho 


first and only one that I met in 
France that I knew. It was surely 
fine to meet one from home, and es- 
pecially so, being so far from home. 
We met often after that until Don 
sailed for home. 


After 
remaining in 
Commerce 


for two months as above stated, I 
was again moved to Camp Gerard, 
Lerouiille to %start a "Y" at this 
iplace. 
This was about three kilo- 


meters out. A school bad been op- 
ened here of about 1500 students, 
known as "The Advance Section Ed- 
ucational Center." 
In this school 


was taught most an}- course desir- 
able by the most competant instruc- 
tors. The system used wa<< military 
and _yery strict. 
The faculty con- 


sisted of about fifty instructors. 


CMy hut here was small, so we se- 


cured a large balloon hanger which 
we used for entertainment. A large 
stage of about 25 feet 
was 
built 


across one end of the hanger, thus 
furnishing ample room for a troop 
of 36 or more performers. 
It was 


properly lighted with olectrir foot 
and head lights. 
Some very beauti- 


ful and artistic scenery for the stage 
was-painted by one of the soldipre. 
the mateual being furnished 
by 


Y. 31. C. A. Throughout the whole 
A. E. F-, the Y. M. C. A. took spe- 
cial pains for the entertainment of 
the American toidier Entertaining 
troops were scheduled to most all 
huts. 
Every night we had a show 


or movies. 
Tlie best talent of t'.io 


A. E. F. came to our hut. Aftor 
every performance 1 had my hot 
chocolate for thp performers. And 
say it was fine if 1 did make it mj- 
sclf. 
There ne\or was any loft. 


The work wenl on here until the 


c!os£ of scliooi—2-bout 
six 
weeks 


Then 1 moved to headquarters to 
help the Salvage department as the 
whole area was to be cleared of its 
military outfits and 
'Welfare 
or- 


ganizations. 
In the 
next 
three 


weeks that I remained in Com mercy 
we made over 60,000 gallons of ice 
cold lemonade and served it to tho 
soldiers free of charge. 
At Sorcy 


le Gare when the 70th division of 
the Tth Field Artillery left for Brest 
enroute home, we served them with 
over 300 gallons of lemonade an.l 
several cases of cakes. This dUdi-d 
greatly to the happiness of the boys 
to-gether with the thought o£ soon 
reaching home, the land of plenty 
and room for all. 


In closing up the area, at Public 


Auction, we sold our equipment to 
the French, who were very eager to 
buy it. 
Finally all Y. JU. C. A. 


secretaries were wired into Paris for 
further instructions. 


Now, 
just a word about the gen- 


eral welfaie work of the Y. M. C. A. 
in France. From me, it receives no 
criticism as some have seen fit to 
give it. 
I had no time-to look for 


it. I found that the "Y" was jur.t 
what I made it. And I said and be- 
lieved, that in anything, one finds 
just what he looks for; and the ou-> 
who does the least, usually does 
the loudest knocking. 
Of course 


we laughed at a lot of talk-that was 
circulated, because of th*» untruth- 
ful 
stories 
and 
propaganda th.it 


seemed evident. Bui you take 12,- 
000 !H9£ from all the different vo- 
cations of life and effect an organ- 
ization 
such 
as 
the Y. M. C. A, 


winch means responsibility, you irn 
bound to get in some misfits. In- 
deed we unfortunately 
got 
Secre- 


taries in that were far from wliat 
the "C" stands for in Y. il. C. A. 
1 wonder if you wont find them in 
any organization. Sure the system 
was not perfect but it was effective. 
But why see the side of the weak 
when the good clone far exceeds the 
evil. I know It did commendable 
work because I saw it and became 
a part of it as your representative. 
To be engaged in a work is a dif- 
ferent thins than to look on and 
criticise.

ars, either of whlci. may be omitted. 
V vest of plain satin is set into the 
.pen front, while the long one-piece 


marked with triple «TTT" an* single 
"T" perforations, as shown in the 
guide. To have good lines a garment 
nust be cut properly and the method 
)f placing the pattern on the material 
las everything to do with proper cut- 
ting. The pocket and lape, front of 
the coat, flowing sleeves and trimming 
pise* we so arranged that the large 
"0" perforations rest on a lengthwise 
thread. 


Before removing the pattern from
